For the past six years the Raymond Moore Foundation, a non-profit organization, 
under which the Cape Playhouse is operated, has sponsored an exciting and unusually 
stimualting program in theatre education here on the Playhouse grounds. 


The program, noted as the American Theatre Wing -Cape Playhouse Professional 
Training Center, is a rigorous summer training project in which acting techniques, body 
movement and speech are stressed. The actors who attend the Training Center are 
selected from auditions held at the American Theatre Wing in New York City. They are 
selected by a joint panel of judges, including Miss Helen Menken, President of the 
“Wing”, Mr. Charles N. Mooney, Managing Director of the Playhouse, and Dr. Frank C. 
Davidson, noted speech and drama professor, who serves as Director of the Training 
Center. 


Fourteen actors, all vital, ambitious and abounding in that indefinable spark of en- 
thusiasm, are included in this year’s group. Their ages range from 16 to 28. It is a great 
privilege now to introduce the group with the hope that they will be supported and 
welcomed as an important facet of the Cape Playhouse’s 35th Anniversary Season.

During the summer, in addition to attending daily classes, which, incidentally are 
open to the public, they will appear in their own productions. An example are the 
special plays presented for children on Friday mornings at 10:30 on the Playhouse stage. 


Next Friday, July 28, they will present their version of the charming and delightful 
tale of “Rumpelstilskin”. The plays scheduled for subsequent Fridays include: August 
4th, ‘Annabelle Broom, the Unhappy Witch’, a musical; August llth, “Cowboy On the 
Moon”, another musical; and on August 18th, James Thurbers’ “Many Moons”. 


An interesting feature of their summer’s work is an open class, which, this year 
will be held Tuesday morning at 10:30, August 8th, at the Playhouse. Entitled ‘Im- 
promptu ’61”, the program will include scenes informally performed from Shakespeare, 
Restoration comedy and modern plays. As is the custom with their regular daily classes, 
the project will be open free of charge to the public. 

At various times during the summer the actors will be selected to appear in regular 
Playhouse productions, whereby they have an opportunity to work with Broadway 
directors and actors. 

Finally, as a culmination of their work, they will take over the Playhouse stage 
during the week of August 28th through September 2nd in a production of “Charm”, a 
play by John Kirkpatrick.
